‘China, which bas thus become his country 
by adoption and affection, and he would 
like to end his ‘days there, He is honoured 
in China as no other foreigner bas ever 
been honoured : he has the Red Button, the: 
Peacock's Feather, and his ancestors even have 
been ennobled according to Chinese custom. 
His constant Sntercourse is with Chinese offi- 
cials and the Peking ‘Mandarins who ‘have 
complete confidence in him. - This long and 
contingous contact has made him look at 
events through Chine ctacles, and In 
many things he may be to be more of 6 
Chinese than the Chinese themselves. .
